Sacramento, the capital of the’ state, 
well maintaius its position as the second 
great city of the coast, and seems enter- 


ing upon a new career-of prosperity. In 


the removal of the-general offices of the 
C. P. R. R. Co. to San Francisco, nearly 
two years ago, the city experienced a 
temporary check in its local business till 
it could arrange its affairs and adjust it- 
self to its new situation. This it has 
successfully done, and now its business 
enterprises are all prospering. Many 
new buildings have been put up this past 
fall, and arrangements made for more 
the next year. Some of the finest, most 
palatial dwellings in the: state have 
been erected in Sacraménto, while the 
yards and streets are the most ornament- 
alof any city on the coast, and are year- 
ly improving. Qne especial improve- 
ment both this and others of our inter- 
ior cities have strangely neglected. They 
have felt the need of shade trees, and 
for immediate effect have cultivated 
mostly the cottonwood, a rapidly grow- 
ing, deciduous tree, whose hosts of fall. 

ing leaves are a great annoyance in 
strects and yards, But if in place of 


- these the streets were lined with the 
‘symmetrical, 


large-leaved, fine, ever- 
green orange trea, Sacramento in eight 
or ten years would be in this respect the 
admiration of the country. The orange 
grows here to perfection, with a rich 
ness of flavor in its fruit equal to Los 
Angeles, while the moisture of the 
streets would ever supply all its needs uf 
The population -of the city 
is something over twenty thousand, and 
yearly increasing. Its public schools 
are of the first order, well graded, in |. 
first-class buildings, well furnished, and 
efficiently conducted, Its private schools 
are not as numerous as we should be led 
to expect.

Rice 
was invited to the pastorate of the 
church and has labored with the people 
with great acceptance. The oldest pas. 
tor in the city is Rev. I. E. Dwinell, D, 
D., of the Congregational church, who-e 
consistent christian life, devotion to the 
work of his calling and great ability in 
his religious instructions have endeared 
him tv all the people of the city. The 
Second Baptist church became destitute 
of a pastor during the year, and Rev. Mr. 
Reed, lately from the East, accepted 
their invitation and has labored earnest. 
ly in the field with much success, Many 
new members have. connected them- 
selves with the church, and some thirty- 
five have expressed hope in Chri-t. Inu 
all the various congregations of the city, 
of all denominations, there has been a 


general, calm, thoughtful attention given/ 


to religious things during the past year, 
inducing christians to pray for and. ex- 
pect a rich revival among the people.

The 
general. organ of all the temperance-so- 
cieties in the state is here published, 
called the Rescue, and is a paper of 
great value, necessary to the all-impor- 
taut reformation of the age.

** Jericho Taken.” Josh. 4: 


January 24th. 


Jericho, situated, as it was, at the edge 
of the Ferdes valley and the termina- 
tion of the hill country of Judea, com- 
manding, as it did, those two great passes 
which led up from the east into the in- 
terior of the land, the one being the 
well known road from the Jordan valley 
up to Jerusalem, and the other being 
that familiar route running obliquely to 
the first, past Michmash and Ai to 
Bethel, the city in question being at the 
intersection of these two great lines of 
travel: Jericho, thus situated, was 
nothing less than the key of the Holy 


Land. Not a single step could the 


vaders advancein their career of conquest 
so long as this key fortress remained un- 
captured. And so the Israelites laid 


siege to it, making Gilgal their head- 


quarters while they were engaged in 
prosecuting it, which latter place, for 
purposes of vividness may be dubbed 
“City Pvint,” serving, as it did, the 
same turn that City Pvint in Virginia 
served the forces under Grant, during 
the famous ten months they were sieging 
Richmond. The campaign against Jer- 
icho, however, was conducted on religi- 
ous rather than military principles. The 
rilent compassing of the city seven days 
aud the downfall of all of the walis on 
the seventh at the ram’s-horn blast and 
shouting, are too to dwelt 
on. 

Not wholly snti-christian in 
or spirit is Stanley’s surmise, (which, if 
true, places this transaction along in a 
line with the general course of nature) 
that, inasmuch as there are evidences of 
voleanic action all along the Jordan 
valley, some natural convulsion occur- 
ring ju-t at this time was possibly the 
secondary cause of the event here re- 
corded.

The Year Book of the ‘American Uni- 
tarian Association for 1875 has been is- 
sued, It has been prepared, as usual, 
by Mr. George W. Fox, Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Association, and is a, very 
complete manual of the denominational 
machinery. .

such is the kingdom of heaven*’? 

Rom, 5. 18, “ Therefore, as by the 
offense of one, judgment ae upon all 
men to condemnation, even so, by the 
righteousness of one, the free gift came 
upon ail men unto justification of life.” 
This parallel between Adam and Christ, 
showing what has been done for the hu- 
man family noticed above, must be en- 
tirely conclusive. This proves that all 
mankind are in a state of justification, 
in infancy; but not however, in the 
sense of a believer’s justification.

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Progress ofYour Goast.

The State, through its ‘Attorney General, 
proposes to secure coin from the late Har- 
bor Commissioner John J. Marks, and his 


bondsmen, having filed alengthy complaint 
in the Fourth District Court, setting forth 
six specifications of breach of conditions 
in the official board, and suing for $50,000 
from the principal, and $50,000 jointly in 
addition from principal and bondsmen. The 
latter are wealthy, but it is doubtful if they 
will be finally compelled to pay anything 
more than attorney’s fees to defend the suit. 


While there is a general desire to aid in 
the prosperity of out city, it is evident that 
this can come about only through the im- 


proved condition of individuals composing 
the community. Manufactures can’ thrive 
in our midst, only as home-made articles 
are preferred over those imported. Many 
such indeed are far superior, because made 
of material especially adapted to the trying 
peculiarities of our California climate. We 
impress upon all our readers the great im- 
portance of* giving the preference to a Cal- 
ifornia-made article, wherever the latter is 
equally as desirable. This idea has been 
pe ses dh by the builders of our Palace Hotel, 
who have given a contract for the manufac- 
ture of 4000 locks and 48,000 keys to aSan 
Francisco mechanic, at fifty cents per set 
over the eastern price, because they deemed 
the home-made article worth the money. 


The first sale in Louisville, Kentucky, of 
California smoking tobacco, cured by the 
Culp process, as reported by the New York 


*Tobacco Leaf, shows that California has 


brought 80 per cent. more than any other 
tobacco sold during that week, and Ioo per 
cent. to 150 more than average new leaf 
from other States. Indeed, good California 
lugs brought more than new leaf from Indi- 
ana. The sales of the week reported were 
76 hogsheads. The highest price for soon 
old Kentucky leaf was $17 50 per 100 ibs ; 
for new leaf $14 75; while lugs ran from 
$10to $7 90. Indiana leaf brought $10 75, 
and lugs from $9 40 to$8 90. The highest 


' price obtained for Tennessee leaf was $15- 


65. The California tobacco grown by Mr. 
Meek, on the Culp process, brought $30 30 
for leaf, and for lugs, $12, the latter ptice 
being above the prices generally obtained 
for new leaf from other States. This proves 
conclusively that the raising of Califofnia 
tobacco will prove one of our most profita- 
ble industries. 


A recent New York exchange contains 
the following item, which may serve to en- 
courage some of our real estate friends near 
at home, in the thought that our sky is far 
brighter in its rose-tint of home than the 


gréat metropolis can boast. “A well-known 
real estate broker, who has shown good 
pluck through many a dreary month,.at last 
confessed himself beaten, and called on us 
the other day in search of a‘job.’ Though 
formerly in a good business, he says that 
there are not now half a dozen dona fide 
sales in New York in a week. He knows 
of only one broker in his entire acquaint- 
ance who has made a sale in the last three 
weeks. Holders of mortgages control the 
market. Owners won’t sell at present prices 
unless compelled to, and those who are 
burdened by mortgages can’t sell if they 
would. Nor is there much doing in the 
way of exchanges, because proposed trans- 
actions of this kind are blocked by arrear- 
ages of taxes, interest, and. brokers’ fees, 
for which cash is not available. And so 
our broker friend throws up the sponge, to 
try something else.” | | 


W. H. Foye, of San Francisco, has ob- 
tained a patent which will be issued next 
week, for an “‘ adjustable rotary plow.” It 
consists of a series of spirially arranged 
cutting blades, on a shaft, varying from 


three to twelve inches in length, according 
to the power and size of the plow. The 
operation during the plowing is nearly on 
the same principle as the turning-lathe. 
In the case of the lathe, the wood revolves 
up against the tool, but the plow reverses 
and revolves up against the land, cutting a 
transverse shaving at right angles to the 
direction the plow is moving. It is calcu- 
lated for either steam or horse-power, will 
plow at any season of the year, and is claim- 
ed to be well adapted for summer-fallowing. 
Mr. Foye proposes, after threshing is over, 
to immediately, enter the field, plow and pre- 
pare the land for the next year’s crop, bet- 
ter than can be done with the present plow. 
He also claims that neither tule or adobe 
furnish any resistance to its progress, and 
he would as soon cultivate them as the old 
stubble-field. The principle employed in 
this patent is spoken of among scientific 


- «men and mechanics as being a useful ap- 


plication of spiral or lathe cutting to land. 


On Sunday afternoon the citizens -of

Thousands of people, 
with the several fire engines of the place, 
were soon on the _road,-but all efforts to 
subdue the flames, made by those on the 
ground as well as the willing helpers who 
came from the country Mies | were entire- 
ly unavailing. A high wind prevailed at 
the time, which fanned the flames into fury ; 
and but little of either personal effects or 
furniture could be saved. In two hours 


_ the entire interior of the stately pile was a 


mass of blackened ruin ; and the most sub- 
stantial and economically constructed build- 
ing of the State vanished into thin air. 
The walls alone—being of rubble stone— 
remained standing, but so badly tracked 
and warped by the heat, that it is improba- 
ble they can be utilized for a new edifice, 
in their present condition. : 

The institution had about ninety pupils 
under instruction, who have thus been for 
a time deprived of home and tuition.
